No one seemed
willing to sell aggressively In the face
of the unfavorable crop news from the
southwest, and the encouraging charac-
ter of the war news.

Demand was not active, but there was
covering by some of the early sellers, as
well as a continued scattering demand
which was promoted by the dry western
belt forecast and continued absence of
hedging against present or prospective
holdings.

Prices mado new high for the day,
selling some 54 to 60 points above last
night's closing, December contracts
showing an advance of 135 points from
the low level from yesterday morning.
